HOW CIGA RS A RE 
MA DE. 


Making Up th e C heering W eed by B a n d 
and by M a chine—T he Grades. 
The finest grade of tobacco cornea from 
Havana, and is used for what is called filling. 
The wrapper used mostly throughout the 
Union is the Sumatra leaf, and is the hand­ 
somest and I» est in use. 
In the first place, all 
tobacco is moistened with water, and left 
standing l#? tween twenty-four and forty- 
eight hours, according to the texture of the 
tobacco. 
It is then stripped, that is, the stem 
is taken out, and the leaf opened and spread 
between two boards for the purpose of keep­ 
ing it open, and of giving it a flat surface. 
In this stage the leaf is dried and worked into 
cigars as fillers. 
The greatest precaution is 
always taken that the filler be perfectly 
dry, or it cannot be smoked, and, therefore, 
the cigar would not fulfill its purpose in the 
least. 
Cigars are rolled on flat stones by a deft 
motion quite kideecribable to those who have 
not seen it. 
The rolling is hut the work of 
an instant. The tobacco is laid on the stone, 
the practiced fingers touch it—one minute 
more and there is a cigar of perfect propor­ 
tions, which is rapidly passed along to the 
next man, who snips off the jointed end with 
a small cutting machine made for the pur­ 
pose, after which it is passed to another man, 
who ties it up into a bundle with many others 
of its kind. 
As a rule, the inside wrapper, called the 
binder of a cigar, is composed of either Con­ 
necticut or Wisconsin tobacco, which, on ac­ 
count of its being very thin and flimsy, and 
baring little taste, does not in the least mar 
the taste of the Havana filler. 
Although 
there are a great many cigars made without 
binders, stMl, as a rule, the cigars supposed to 
be made without them are nearly all binders. 
After the filler is inclosed in the binder it is 
termed tn the trade a “ bunch;” the outside 
binder i* then cut, rolled and finished, which 
completes the process of making what are 
known as “ hand-made cigars.” 
Cigars are also made in molds in blocks of 
twenty forms, or shapes, of cigars. These 
blocks are grooved in the exact shape of the 
cigar when finished. “ Bunches” are made by 
band and placed in these grooves, after which 
a cover, fitting the mold exactly, is placed 
over it like a cover, and is heavy enough 
to act as a press ujx>n the cigar under it. 
In cheap work 300 bunches are prepared at 
once, inferior cigars being made this way for 
the reason that they can be made so much 
cheaper and faster. These are naturally not 
as good as the hand-made cigars, as machine- 
making somehow spoils the flavor of the to* 
baeco. 
They are more shapely than the 
hand-made cigars and look better, but, it i* 
said, do not taste so well.—Denver Tribune.

Oil F u el Not E conom ica l. 
From Glasgow comes evidence of an unmis­ 
takable character that oil ha« been tried and 
found wanting. 
The managers of tho Laird 
line, after a long trial of oil on board one of 
their steamers, have decided, on purely eco­ 
nomic grounds, to abandon altogether the 
use of oil a« a fuel, having ascertained from 
practical tests extending over a considerable 
period that c*c»al is the cheaper fuel of the two. 
Accordingly, they have had the oil tanks 
taken out of their vessel and have returned to 
the use of coal, notwithstanding the fact that 
the oil tanks and the apparatus for accom­ 
plishing complete combustion of the oil cost a 
considerable sum of money. Although con­ 
siderable Ingenuity has been displayed and 
several difficulties have been overcome, there 
is nothing in the latest apparatus and ar­ 
rangements which have been adopted in 
southeastern Russia, where petroleum has 
been extensively used as fuel, which appears 
likely to expedite the adoption of liquid fuel 
in our mercantile marine. There is little 
probability ef petroleum being sold in this 
country at a price which will enable it to 
take the place of coal.—Tbs Shipping World.

Prev io u s to his g oing the prince issued a 
manifesto to the army and peo ple of Bu b 
garia, in which he stated that be abdicated 
the thro ne and left the country because he be­ 
liev ed his action wo u ld co ntribu te to the 
liberation of Bu lgaria. 
He exho rted the 
people to obey the regency and ministry, 
which he said had been appo inted to preserv e 
peace and order. Prince Alexander was ac­ 
companied by M. Stambu lo ff and go es first 
to Lom Palanka. 
A t a meeting of Bu lgarian o fficers mid 
no tables, which was held Wednesday few 
the 
pu rpo se of giv ing expressio n to the general 
feeling o f regret at the departure of Prince 
Alexander, M. Zanko ff had the effro ntery to 
enter the ro o m. 
His presence being o bno x­ 
io u s to ev ery o ne in the assembly, the chair­ 
man pro mptly declared 
the 
meeting ad­ 
jo u rned and the gathering qu ickly dispersed. 
Prince Alexander will go directly to Darm­ 
stadt. 
London , Sept. 9.—Tu rkey fo rmally de­ 
clares that she will nev er co nsent to Ru ssian

P a rnell’s Kemarks a t a B a nquet to Aus­ 
tin McCarthy . 
London , Sept. 9.—Parnell, speaking at a 
farewell banqu et giv en Ju stin McCarthy 
Wednesday ev ening, said the Americans 
wo u ld welco me Mr. McCarthy as the fo remo st 
Irishman o f the age, and as a mo st tru thfu l 
expo nent o f the Irish qu estio n. 
It was the fl?*st du ty o f Great Britain, Par­ 
nell said, to giv e effect to the principles u po n 
which her o wn greatness was based—the ru le 
o f the peo ple, by and fo r the peo ple—and also 
if she pleased, to gu arantee fair-play to the 
Pro testant co mmu nity in Ireland; tho u gh he 
do u bted whether there were many peo ple who 
really feared that they wo u ld no t receiv e fair- 
play. 
A majo rity o f the Liberals, he said, 
Dad su ppo rte I the Irish bills, and lie ho jied 
with the list - o f weapo ns o f legality and mo d­ 
eratio n to enable Ireland to take the po sitio n 
fo r which Go d had destined her, 
Mr. McCarthy disav o wed any intentio n o f 
go ing to America u po n a po litical missio n. 
His v isit was entirely perso nal and so lely fo r 
the pu rpo se o f recreatio n. 
He express,-d his 
extrem e1 fo ndness fo r America and the Amer­ 
ican jteo ple. and lo o ked fo rward to a pleasant 
meeting with o ld friends.

W as h ing t o n C rrr, Sept. 9— It hi believ ed 
at the war department that the captu re o f 
Gero einio has practically pu t an end to In­ 
dian ho stilities in this co u ntry. 
At present, 
at least, there is no activ e ho stility thro u gh­ 
o u t the bro ad, wild west. 
An army o fficer 
said that it depended u po n the co ndu ct o f 
the whites, and ho w the Indians were treated 
by the agents at the agencies, whether there 
wo u ld be any fu rther tro u ble with Indians. 
If the Indians were treated pro perly they 
wo u ld pro bably all remain qu iet. 
The cap­ 
tu re o f Gero nimo clears Arizo na o f ho stile*. 
The Indians mo st liable to giv e tro u ble no w 
are the Unco mpahgres, in the mo u ntain* o f 
Co lo rado , and tho se in the wilds o f W ashing­ 
to n territo ry. 
These are no t particu larly 
sav age, bu t they are in regio ns where it is 
easy fo r them to hide aw ay and they are lia­ 
ble to plu nder. 
One tro u ble, lie says, is that 
the whites are to o ag g ressiv e. They try to 
take adv antage o f the Indians and to bu lly 
them.

ty.

But such a change

ble. 
The simple fact that he has in all 
these years been held in lo ve and esteem 
by his neighbo rs, leads us to believe that 
he has no t in all these years, changed in 
Ike matter o f that peculiar co mpo sitio n 
discribed, that which makes up all there 
is o f true manho o d.

settled at Dixo n will take place at the res­ 
idence this evening.
